the proposition. 


The members of the city council* 
at a session recently, when the mem­ 


bers of the Retail Merchant’s Asso­

lights from the ground up, providing 


the city would install them, passed a 


motion unanimously to the effect that 
they would meet at a later date as a 


committee on the whole, discuss the 


problem and answer the petition of 
the business men. 
So fa r they have 


failed to act because they have been 


busily engrossed with the city’s busi­ 
ness. 
They have been endeavoring to 


let the contract for boilers for the 


city water and light plant, but so far 


have reached no decision. 
They plan 


to go carefully as the contract is a 
big one and they desire to save the 


city as much money as possible.

There seems to be no doubt 
but that they would greatly beautify

iuon as the first crop is cut the water 
s “thrown ” on the lan d an d the field 
completely submerged .

like a big job, hut it really isn ’t. 
The 
field is d ivid ed in to “lan d s” an d bor­ 
d ers are thrown up across the field 
about three rod s apart. The water i* 
turn ed in to the tiiri lan d un til it i" 
submerged . 
Then the d am is moved 
d own the lead d itch to the n ext lan d 
an d it is flood ed , an d so on un til the 
whole field has been submerged .

this way the farm ers of the lVco> 
Valley get as high as rix crops of al­ 
falfa a year, averagin g as high as a 
ton an d a half to the acre, an d six 
ton s per acre is a very « •oii.imon crop. 
When they are sellin g it in the field 
n ow for $13 a ton it may he seen 
what profit they are makin g. 
But • rcliard s are the big thin g in 
irrigated lan d s an d especially in the 
Pecos Valley.

though they spen d im*re time on them 
there than d o in Rush coun ty.

the irrigation of an orchard .

plan is much the same as in an al­ 
falfa field . 
The space between the 
rows of trees is flood ed — the trees 
bein g on the bord ers.

In Pecos Valley the farm ers are.

So the farm ers there arc

Kaffir corn , In d ian a corn an d milo 
maize are the most common crops in 
youn g orchard s although alfalfa is 
frequen tly used . 
The qiiesliot^of farmin g in irrig at­ 
ed lan d s is in on e particular a great 
d eal like it is right here in K u r i l coun ­ 
ty. 
In the irrigated lan d s there are 
the poor farm ers an d the good farm ­ 
ers. 
There are the lazy farm ers an d 
the in d ustrious fan n ers. 
On e great 
fault with the n o-rain -coimtry f a n n ­ 
ers is that they expect the water to 
d o it all. 
They thin k that by turn in g 
water on the lan d they are d oin g all 
that is required an d that crops wilt 
grow without atten tion . 
There they 
make their mistake, although it is 
true that crops there d o n ot require 
as much atten tion as here. 
Here is an example which is f r e ­ 
quen tly men tion ed by Rush coun ty 
people who have been an d are in tin * 
Pecos Valley. .An Illin ois man hought

* ssible the question as to the cause 
of the destruction of the battleship in 
Hav ana 
harbor 
twelv e 
years 
ago. 
This is to be accomplished by the rais­ 
ing of the Maine by the coffer dam 
method. 
The plan as adopted by the 
t ard of army engineers appointed to 
consider the remov al of the wreck has 
teen submitted to the president by 
Colonel W. H. Bixby, chief of engi­ 
neers, U. S. A., and was indorsed by 
hfr. Taft 
Colonel Bixby expects to 
hav e the wreck uncov ered and free 
for inspection by Feb. 15 next, the 
thirteenth anniv ersary of the destruc­ 
tion of the v essel. 
The impartial spirit in which the 
work of determining the character of 
the explosion is to be undertaken is 
indicated by the fact that Spain has 
asked, at the direction of the presi­ 
dent, to hav e a representativ e present 
during the entire process of work. The 
sa m e courtesy has been extended to 
Cuba, and it Is practically certain that 
both gov ernments will accept. 
Presi­ 
dent Taft considers the settlem ent of 
the question of the explosion as of 
supreme importance in the raising of 
the wreck, and has directed that ev ­ 
erything else he subordinated to it. 
The president obv iously intends that 
this gov ernment shall once and for all 
tree itself of the charge that it has 
Hared to hav e the Maine raised be­ 
cause of the possible adv erse showing 
on the finding of the old court of in­ 
q u ir y. 
This court, appointed soon after 
the destruction of the ship, ga v e it as 
their opinion, 
after examining 
the 
wreck with the aid of div ers, that it 
had gone down as the result of an 
# ;:iernal explosion. Spain also had the 
wreck examined, and its representa­ 
tiv es declared emphatically that the 
Maine had met its end through an in­ 
ternal explosion. 
Since then Span­ 
iards and some Cubans hav e not hesi- 
tf ted to charge that the inaction of the 
United States in regard to the wreck 
was due to a fear of the results. Ev en I 
among some United Sta tes army and 
nav y men there has been a disposition 
unofficially 
to question the accuracy I 
<i the findings of the old court of in­ 
quiry. which based its decisions on ex- | 
ternal explosion chiefly on the fact 
that one of the keel plates was driv en 
through the upper deck.
